| DISMISSAL OF A MINISTER 


VON BIEBERSTEIN NO LONGER HEAD 
OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


Herr von Bulow Is Summoned to Act 
as His Successor Temporarily, but 
It Is Thought the Action Will Be 
Made Permanent — New Office for 
the Favorite of the German Em- 
peror Is Thought to Be Only a Step- 
ping-Stone for the Chancellorship.

THREE DEFEATS FOR GOVERNMENT. 


After Sharp Debate the House of Com- 
mons Resolwes to Adjourn While 
the Jubilee Festivals Continue,

London, June 28.—The garden party 
given at Buckingham Palace by the 
Queen today brought three defeats to the 
government in the House of Commons. The 
party was crowded with members of the 
royal family and with foreign jubilee visit- 
ors. The Queen received. the principal 
guests in a large marquee on the palace 
grounds, the Prince and Princess of Wales 
and others of the royal family doing the gen- 
eral honors. The bands of music, the 
numerous boats on the lake, and the gay 
toilets of the women made an extremely 
pretty scene. ; 

“So many members of Parliament attended 

the garden party that the House of Com- 
mons was stripped. Business dragged along, 
and a division on a minor bill dealing witha 
church building in the Isle of Man resulted 
in the defeat of the government by a vote 
of 52 to 65. Thereupon the Right-Hon. A. 
J. Balfour, as First Lord of the Treasury, 
made some remarks upon the difficulty of 
doing business during the jubilee celebration 
and moved to adjourn. 

Dr. Tanner, anti-Parnellite member for 
Mid-Cork, retorted by urging Mr. Balfour 
to devote more time to business and less 

leasure. 
a Balfour’s motion was rejected by a 
vote of 58 to 64. Just before the close of the 
sitting of the House the government was de- 
feated again by a vote of 69 to 70 upon a 
motion to report progress. . 

Many government supporters having come 
back from the Queen's garden party, Mr. 
Balfour again moved to adjourn, and the mo- 
tion was carried, 138 to 76. The previous 
divisions were obviously trifling issues and

Herr von Bulow’s temporary nominatfon 
as Minister of Foreign Affairs is understood 
to be merely a step toward the Chancellor- 
ship, from which Prince von Hohenlohe will 
retire in the autumn on account of old age. 

Herr von Bulow and Chancellor von Hoh- 
enlohe together paid a personal visit to 
Prince Bismarck today. 

Baron von Kiderlon-Wachter, now Ger- 
man Minister at Copenhagen, will be ap- 
pointed Foreign Secretary. Both men are 
highly esteemed by the Emperor, but the 
appointments will certainly provoke a great 
deal of criticism because though of the first 
rank in diplomacy they are quite without 
experience of parliamentary life. 


GERMANY AGAIN REFUSES THE SULTAN 


Firing of a Jubilee Salute Causes Mus- 
sulmans to Ask Who Is to 
Be Massacred, 


Constantinople, June 28.—A fresh attempt 
on the part of the Sultan to secure Ger- 
many’s support of the retention of Thessaly 
has met with refusal and the advice to con- 
form to Europe's wishes on the subject. 

An incident typical of the situation oc- 
curred here on Tuesday. During the panic 
caused by the salute fired in honor of the 
jubilee of Queen Victoria the Mussulmans 
trooped into the streets armed with bludg- 
eons and asked the police whether the Greeks 
or the Armenians were to be attacked. 


NEW CRISIS ARISES IN VENEZUELA. 


Ministry Resigns Owing to Boundary 
Arbitration Treaty Differences and 
a Revolution Is Threatened,

Caracas, Venezuela, June 28.—[Copyright, 
1897, by W. R. Hearst.]—The Cabinet re- 
signed today, creating a crisis not only in 
the administration of the government but 
also among the people. Excitement runs 
high tonight, the sensational action of the 
ministry, which was, however, not wholly 
unexpected, being the paramount topic of 
discussion in the crowded cafés and clubs. 

President Crespo was unable to harmonize 
the differences in his official family over the 
Guiana boundary arbitration treaty, the ele- 
ment that contended that the provisions of 
that agreement ignored the sovereignty of 
Venezuela in stipulating that Great Britain 
and the United States only, and not Ven- 
ezuela also, name the mebers of the tri- 
bunal of arbitration, having continued im- 
placable. 

Joaquin Crespo attained to the Presidency 


1892 against Andeuza Palacio. The success 
that he has hitherto had in obviating up- 
risings against his administration is be- 
lieved to be seriously jeopardized by the 
resignation of his ministry. Such a step 
has ever been an extreme one in Venezuela, 
and a revolution is not an improbability. 

Sefior Michelena was the leader of the 
opposition to the ratification of the Olney- 
Salisbury Guiana boundary arbitration 
treaty. He was Minister to the Court of 
St. James at the time that England and 
Venezuela broke off diplomatic relations 
over this boundary dispute. How well he 
has conducted his campaign against Crespo’s 
policy in this matter is evidenced by the 
exciting ministerial crisis.

HAPPY SOLUTION OF REFUSE PROBLEM 


From the Destruction of Garbage 
Shoreditch Ia to Generate Electric 
Light and Supply Hot Water, 


{SPECIAL CABLE] 

London, June 28.—Lord Kelvin, Professor 
of Natural Philosophy in the University of 
Glasgow, this afternoon inaugurated the 
works established by the municipality of 
Shoreditch, which are designed combinedly 
to d@stroy the local refuse, generate electric 
light, and supply hot water to the public 
baths and laundries. Lord Kelvin de- 
scribed the project as a supremely happy 
combination of scientific knowledge and me- 
chanical skill, and said it had required re- 
markable courage in its application. The 
scheme briefly is as follows: 
~ Carts will convey the street, trade, and 
household refuse to the works, where motor 
cars and electric hoists will distribute it 
upon tipping platforms, whence it will be 
shot by the aid of mechanical feeders into 
a dozen cells of a destructor, where it will 
be exposed to a forced blast produced by 
motor-driven fans, some of which will ven- 
tilate an adjacent sewer and blow the gases 
therefrom into the furnace to help feed the 
flame. 

A new system of thermal storage will 
economize the heat, as, while the destructors 
must work continuously, an equal produc- 
tion of electricity will not be required. The 
steam generated will be stored in boilers 
and used to drive the engines and dynamos 
and to heat the water to be furnished to the 
baths and laundries. It is believed that the 
works will effect a great economy. They 
will consume nearly 20,000 tons of refuse, 
which has hitherto been expensively car- 
ried to barges and then dumped into the sea.

The firm of Osgood, Mellvane & Co. was 
organized in London in 1890, James R. Os- 
good of the old Boston publishing firm of 
Osgood, Field & Co. being the senior part- 
ner, and Clarence W. Mellvane, then a re- 
cent graduate of Princeton, who had served 
an apprenticeship with Harper Bros. in New 
York, being the other active member.

ASKS FOR MORE TROOPS. 


GEN. WEYLER MAKES A REQUISITION 
FOR 460,000 MEN. 


All Available Forces Are Being con- 
eentrated in Santa Spiritus and 


Preparations Are Being Made for 


a Battle with Garcia Upen the 
Plains of Camaguey — Sugar Trust 
Said to Be Buying Up All the Best 
Plantations.

Havana, June 28.—[Copyright, 1897, by 
W. R. Hearst.)—General Weyler will re- 
quire at least 60,000 moré troops to conquer 
the eastern provinces and hold them for 
Spain. Colonel Garamendi; a member of 
Weyler’s general staff and private secretary 
to the Commander-in-Chief, will go to Ma- 
drid, this week, the bearer of confidential 
dispatches to Premier Canovas and the 
Spanish war department, in which a demand 
is made for 40,000 additional recruits. Prep- 
arations are being made here to call 20,000 
more colonial volunteers and local guerrillas 
into active service before Sept. 1. 

All regular troops that can be spared from 
Pinar del Rio, the western trocha, Havana, 
Matanzas, and Santa Clara districts, are 
being concentrated at Santa Spiritus, where 
Weyler has directed the immediate organ- 
ization of fourteen columns, at the head of 
which he will try to drive Gomez across 
the new trocha and invade Puerto Principe 
Province, where Calixto Garcia’s forces are 
now said to be massing. 

Weyler expects a great pitched battle 
upon the plains of Camaguey when he meets 
Garcia, the result of which may be the turn- 
ing point in the war. Should Weyler’s army 
meet with defeat Spain will then be ready to 
listen to President McKinley’s offers of in- 
tervention. If Spain wins and Garcia be 
routed, Weyler will assume a magnanimous 
role, proclaim general amnesty, and offer 
the Cubans complete autonomy and full 
personal and political guarantees under the 
Spanish flag. Should these overtures be re- 
fused it is predicted the war of extermina- 
tion with all its horrors will be waged to the 
bitter end. 

Government advices announce the sur- 
render in Santa Clara Province in one day of 
400 insurgents, the number including 100 
women and 60 children. 

El Comerico warns the government that 
agents of the American sugar trust are now 
in Cuba buying up all the best plantations, 
and urges Weyler to prevent by special de- 
cree foreigners from buying or holding real 
estate here in future. A syndicate of New 
York men is said to have representatives 
in Pinar del Rio purchasing tobacco estates 
with a view to controlling the leaf market. 


WEYLER NOW AT SANTIAGO DE CUBA 


He Is Royally Received and Talks of 
His Plans for War and Pa- 
eification.

Santiago de Cuba, June 28.—[{Copyright, 
1897, by W. R. Hearst. ]—Weyler’s reception 
on his arrival here last night was imposing 
and enthusiastic. He came on the steamer 
from Jucaro, on the central trocha. The 
wharves on his arrival were covered with 
Spanish regulars and volunteers, and the 
air reéchoed with cheers for the King, the 
Queen Regent, the army, and the- com- 
mander. The streets were gayly decorated 
and lined with the populace. The church 
bells chimed in the joy. 

The General drove direct to the cathedral, 
where he was received by Cuba’s Archbish- 
op with vice regal honors. Later, in re- 
sponse to patriotic speeches of welcome 
from the provincial and city officials, ad- 
mitted to an informal audience at the palace, 
General Weyler said: , 

recall to memory my first campaign 
in Cuba. It was here in the east that my 
military career began. I come now to under- 
take the pacification of these oriental prov- 
inces as I have already pacified the western 
districts, counting on the codperation of the 
great majority who are anxious for peace. 
My policy will be a rigorous warfare upon 
the unrelentful rebels who still hesitate to 
accept in good faith Spain’s generous clem- 
ency. Other nations have given examples 
of equal firmness in dealing with colonies, 
but I shall at the same time give every 
possible personal encouragement and sup- 
port to the reconstruction of the island’s 
business interests. regret at times that 
the exigencies of war compel my forces to 
destroy property in order to prevent valua- 
ble resources and food supplies from falling 
into the enemy’s hands. The new Cuban re- 
forms have my full approval, and I am sin- 
cerely codperating with the home govern- 
ment in its efforts to implant them as cir- 
cumstances permit. If both are loyal to 
Spain I shall make no distinction on account 
of their differences in local politics.” 

In closing Weyler said: 
in arms against the crown I bring you your 
choice of peace or war. If you desire the 
first, return to your homes. If you insist on 
the second—war—you shall have it, and be- 
hind me come forty battalions of brave and 
true men.“

DESERT TO SECURE PROMOTIONS. 


Spanish Soldiers Are Badly Fed and 
Complain About Being Paid 
in Paper Money. 


[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Havana, via Key West, June 28.—Since 
the 100 soldiers of the Spanish battalion of 
Pizarro joined the insurgents in Havana 
province there have been many similar de- 
sertions. Last week a company of the bat- 
talion of San Quintin joined the Cubang 
with all the arms and ammunition they 
could take away from their barracks. The 
guerrilla forces of Guanabo, 150 strong, 
also deserted to the insurgents about the 
same time. General Mollina, at Matanzas 
province, noticed that several soldiers were 
missing from his column who were not in 
the list of dead, wounded, or sick. The 
subordinate officers reported to him that the 
soldiers had deserted to the revolutionists, 
joining the forces of General Betancourt. 

The cause of all these desertions is the ill- 
treatment which the Spanish soldiers are 
suffering. They are badly fed and six 
months in arrears of theirsalary. The little 
pay they get is in paper money, notwith- 
standing the official declaration of the Min- 
ister of the Colonies that 60 per cent is paid 
to them in silver. The paymasters of the 
battalions really received silver late in May 
to pay the soldiers for the month of Decem-

SAINT SEINE TAKEN ON A FALSE CHARGE 


Arrested at the Instance of the Bank 
of Montreal for Its Own Error 
in Suspecting Forgery. 


S. de B. Saint Seine, 34 Bingham place, 
was dragged from his home yesterday to 
Central Station because some employé of 
the Bank of Montreal had written $100 in- 
stead of $2,180. The French Canadian re- 
ceived a check for the latter amount from 
his brother and drew out $2,100. Then the 
| local branch of the bank thought it discov- 
ered that the check should have been for 
$100. Saint Seine was suspected of changing 
the 8 into a 2 and cleaning up $2,000. So his 
arrest was ordered. 

The innocent victim was shadowed to his 
house. Then a squad of police surrounded 
it to cut off all chance of escape. Saint 
Seine was arrested and taken to Central 
Station, where he protested his inhocence 
so stoutly an investigation was made. Then, 
the truth being learned, the man was let 
go with apologies. 

Saint Seine’s father, who is dead, was a 
wealthy steamship owner, and one of the 
best known citizens of Montreal. The fam- 
ily stands high there socially. Theson, who 
is 40 years old, has resided in Chicago for 
some time. Since the death of his fatber 
Saint Seine has been receiving money reg- 
ularly from his home, and last month wrote 
for cash. Yesterday he received a regis- 
tered letter from his brother in which he re- 
ceived a check for $2,180. 

Going to the Bank of Montreal in the 
Woman's Temple, Saint Seine presented the 
check, and being identified, was given $2,100. 
He then left the bank and deposited the 
money in various safety deposit vaults and 
other places and then returned to his home 
in Bingham place, being followed all the 
way by Detective Flynn of headquarters. 

Soon after leaving the bank the officials 
discovered that they had only received an 
order from the Montreal Bank for 8100 and 
immediately came to the conclusion that 
Saint Seine has raised the check from $100 
to $2,100. 

The greatest excitement followed this 
discovery. Cashier Henry Black hurried to 
detective headquarters, where he reported 
his suspicions and Detective Flynn was de- 
tailed to capture the Canadian. At the same 
time the police telephoned to the Attrill 
Street Station to send a number of blue- 
coats to the house in Bingham place to sur- 
round the building and capture Saint Seine. 

While the Attrill street police were obey- 
ing orders Detective Flynn left the City 
Hall, and, with a good degcription of the 
man, started out to find him. While wait- 
ing for a car Flynn saw the object of his 
search standing at his side, but wishing to 
be sure of his man before he placed him un- 
der arrest the detective decided to shad- 
ow” him. Saint Seine boarded a Milwau- 
keo avenue car and rode direct to his home, 
where the police were waiting for him. The 
Frenchman offered some objection to being 
arrested, but when matters were explained 
to him the surprised man willingly accom- 
panied Detective Flynn to headquarters. 
Here he protested his innocence to Captain 
Elliott, and Mr. Black was sent for. A brief 
consultation was held during which Saint 
Seine exhibited his registered letter and 
showed that instead of having cheated the 
bank the latter institution was indebted to 
him $80, which he had neglected to draw. 

Telegrams were forwarded to Montreal 
and a reply was received stating that 
through some error the order for the full 
$2,180 had not been sent to the bank in this 
city and that Saint Seine’s proceedings were 
legal and that he was lawfully entitled to 
the money he had drawn. 

The bank officials immediately admitted 
the mistake, and at their own request Saint 
Seine was released from custody. He was 
not locked up in & cell, but he was com- 
pelled to remain in the Lieutenant's office 
until matters could be straightened out.

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| GUNNING DEFIES BOARD. 


REFUSES TO SHOW BOOKS ON AP- 
PEALS BEFORE REVIEWERS. 
‘ 


Supervisor Sheahan Declares He Wiil 
Get a Mandamas on the South Town 
Assessor and Compel Him to Reveal 
Valuations—Indignant and Anxious 
Taxpayers Throng the Offices—Many 
Schedules Filed—Proceedings of the 
Session in Detail. 


Richard C. Gunning yesterday converted 
a board authorized by the law into what he 
called a negative board and gave prop- 
erty-owners of the South Town, whose prop- 
erty he is assessing, another scare. He de- 
fied the other members of the Reviewing 
board, which the law says shall meet on 
the fourth Monday in June to hear com- 
plaints and appeals from property-owners 
on the assessments made against them. 

Before the day was finished Supervisor 
John J. Sheahan declared he would stand by 
the people against the methods employed 
by Gunning and that he would bring manda- 
mus proceedings to compel Gunning to re- 
veal his assessments. Attorney Boyle was 
instructed to look up the law in the matter 
and to be ready to institute the mandamus 


proceedings. 

Supervisor Sheahan and Town Clerk Ben 
Barnett met promptly at 10 o’clock yester- 
wwe lll pce rg in the capacity of reviewing 

ard. ; 

The South Town offices and the stairway 
leading to them were crowded with anxious 
property-owners who wanted to know how 
much they had been assessed in order that 
they might appeal, if necessary. But they 
could learn nothing. They were informed 
that no assessment had been made on real 
estate at all and that few personal assess- 
ments had been made. 

Turn in your schedules,” was what the 
clerks told everybody who inquired as to 
personal assessments. Otherwise the 
postal card value will be final.“ 

Many filed schedules, fearing to take a 
chance on the startling valuations named 
in the postal cards. Others were present 
with lawyers and other advisers and they 
demanded appeal blanks. It was the last 
day on which appeal might be made to tHe 
Town board, 

Assessor Omits Appeal Blanks. 
But the Assessor had not provided any 
appeal blanks, a convenience that has been 
afforded by Assessors for many years. But 
Supervisor Sheahan had had 500 blanks 
printed, and they were quickly given out, 
and then turned into the board filled out. 

The men appealing had no figures of actual 
assessment to go by, but they made all 


sorts of appeals, declaring in many cases 


that they had been informed through the 
mails that an excessive valuation had been 
put on their possessions. 

Supervisor Sheahan and Clerk Barnett 
were ready to do business at 10 o'clock, but 
it was an hour later before Assessor Gun- 
ning was ready. 

Clerk Barnett had a large stock of com- 
plaints, and he offered a resolution asking 
the Assessor to produce his books in order 
that the figures on the property in question 
might be seen. With the Supervisor he 
voted for this resolution, and it was carried. 

Gunning refused to produce the books and 
he was given till afternoon to hunt up the 
figures in the appealed cases. Lawrence 
P. Boyle was present as counsel for the 
board. He wanted to know from the As- 
sessor on what basis he had made his val- 
uations, but Gunning said he could give no 
basis until he had added up all the figures. 

Lawyer E. B. Tolman and H. N. Higine 
botham wanted to find out something about 
the assessments, too, Their questions drove 
Gunning into a conference with his lawyer, 
E. H. Morris, after which he announced 
that no assessments had yet been made in 
South Town real estate, and that none would 
be made yesterday. 

Gunning Foiled Again. 0 

When the Reviewing board met again at 
3 o’clock in the afternoon Gunning read off 
the list of property-owners who had made 
appeals in the morning. them were 
the Chicago Packng and Provision compa- 
ny, the International Packing company, ani 
John McNulta, receiver for the whisky trust.

Supervisor Sheahan declared that he would 
stand by the people until the temperature 
in a place not noted as a summer resort 
touched a ‘freezing point, and made the 
threat of mandamus proceedings to compel 
Gunning to reveal his assessments. Lawyer 
Boyle was instructed to be ready to proceed 
to compel Gunning to let the board and the 
people know what he is doing. 

“TIT can’t understand him,” said Super- 
visor Sheahan, “‘ but this board will hold on 
and review every case in which there is an 
appeal. We are two to one, as Barnett is

Dad's Daughter, 20 to 1, ran around the 
track as the horses stood at the post in the 
last race, but bets were not declared off or 
money refunded. She simply stopped and 
lined up with the others, and the men that 
bet on her lost their money without a chance 
to win. 

It will be remembered that at Ingalls Park 
the same set of judges declared bets off 
when Dorian ran away.

:| BADGER CREW TO ENTER. 


WILL now AT POUGHKEEPSIE IN 
NEXT YEAR’S RACES. 


Coach 0’Dea of Wisconsin Watches the 
Practice of the Crews on the Hud- 
son and Says the Cardinal Would 
Not Have Been Last in Friday’s Race 


if It Had Competed—Picks the Cor- 


nell Crew to Win in the Coming 
Race. 


Poughkeepsie, N. T., June 28.—[Special.]— 
Coach Andrew O’Dea of the Wisconsin 
Varsity crew watched this morning's prac- 
tice from Meon, the Pennsylvania Varsity 
launch, and tdlked freely about the Western 
crew. 

“I am sorry,” he said, that there is 
no college crew in the West for us to race, 
and because of this we have had to be con- 
tent with meeting the eights of various 
boat clubs until we secured our races with 
Yale. This year I wanted to try to get our 
crew into the Poughkeepsie race, but the 
boys wanted to go to Yale and so we did. 
Next year, however, I hope to show the 
Easterners that the West can produce a 
good crew. I have talked with the coaches 
and Captains of the Columbia, Cornell, and 
Pennsylvania crews and I find that they 
are all willing and desirous to have us come 
on for next year’s race. 


Ot course, like every one else, I am at 


a loss to know whether Yale and Harvard 
will simply keep up their mutual admira- 
tion society. and flock by themselves or 
whether they will race the other crews.” 

Mr. O'Dea said personally he favored hav- 
ing the races held here on the Hudson 
River and allowing all the colleges who 
wished to enter crews. 

Wisconsin will certainly send a crew 
next year,“ he said, and I would like it 
to meet all the Eastern eights. I don't 
think we would send a freshmen eight, but 
we have a good varsity crew and had we 
been in last Friday’s race with Cornell, 
Yale, and Harvard we would not have fin- 
ished last. Next year I hope to have every 
man who rowed last year back and I con- 
sider prospects excellent. The stroke we 
row is more like Cornell's than any other 
and I consider it the best. 


Picks Cornell te Win. 

When Mr. O’Dea was asked what he 
thought of the prospects for this week's 
races he expressed the general sentiment 
today by saying that.Cornell had a cinch 
on either race. 

Pennsylvania showed up especially well 
this morning in practice and again this after- 
noon, and Coach Ellis Ward of the Quakers 
expressed his satisfaction. Pennsylvania 
rowed like a typical professional eight. 
After last year’s race Courtney said that 
Pennsylvania had one man he would like, 
referring to Ruegenberg, this year’s stroke, 
who is doing even better work now. Penn- 
sylvania’s form may not seem by any means 
perfect, but they get over the water in great 
shape. They have a short stroke with little 
reach, and they cut their stroke off quickly. 
They are’ faster than last year's crew and 
they may do good work on Friday. 

Cornell rowed twice today. The varsity 
was unchanged from last week, but their 
work was off color, doubtless from the re- 
action of their race. 

Columbia is almost an unknown quantity, 
as usual; its eight did the most work today; 
they seem to lack their old-time dash and 
spirit, but they seem to have unlimited 
powers of endurance. The one great char- 
acteristic of the crews coached by Mr. 
Walter Peet and his associates was their 
dash. Again and again Mr. Peet sent ill- 
assorted freshmen eights to New London 
that did not look as though they could row 
a mile, who on race day came in ahead of 
their Yale and Harvard cousins, showing a 
dash which was never forgotten. 


Columbia Lacks Speed. 

Mr. Coles has certainly failed to put this 
quality into either his varsity or freshmen 
crew. Should the race be rowed in rough 
water or against a wind Columbia is picked 
to win by many on account of its great 
strength and long; steady stroke. 

The Quakers with their oars in the air 
more than half the time and their short, 
choppy stroke would certainly fare badly 
under such conditions. Cornell, however, 
should win first place under any conditions. 

It is a noteworthy fact that every coach 
declares that his crew will beat the record 
of last Friday’s race. Every one is at sea 
over the freshmen race to be rowed day 
after tomorrow. Courtney says his fresh- 
men are the worst he has ever had. Eilis 
Ward declares that his youngsters row like 
a flock of ducks. Columbia says nothing. 
Pennsylvania has a strong lot. Columbiais 
the average physically and Cornell the 
weakest and lightest. Columbia’s stroke 
looks to be too slow for a two-mile race. 
Cornell wiil work hard to redeem its defeat 
by the freshmen of Yale and Harvard, and 
ought to win, but surprises are getting to 
be the expected thing at this year’s races.

SUICIDE OF GUY c. LEDYARD JR. 


Manager of National Starch Company 
Saccumbs to Despondenucy 
Due to Ill-Health. 


Guy C. Ledyard Jr., manager of the Na- 
tional Starch company, and son of Guy C. 
Ledyard, the retired sugar broker, shot him- 
self through the heart with a shotgun yes- 
terday morning at his home, 3143 Calumet 
avenue. He died instantly. 

The report of the gun startled his aged 
father and mother while they were at break- 
fast, and hurrying to their son’s room on the 
second floor they found him lying dead on 
his bed. The gun was lying on the floor, 

part of a trousers-stretching apparatus 
béside it, showing how he had pressed the 
trigger. He had carefully drawn the long 
bathrobe which he wore to one side, to pre- 
vent it being scorched by the powder. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ledyard were overcome by 
the terrible sight and had to be carried from 
the room. 

When the breakfast hour in the Ledyard 
household arrived Mr. Ledyard Jr. failed to 
appear, but as that was not an unusual 
occurrence, nothing was thought of it, and 
no one was sent to his room to jnquire for 
him. The sound of the fatal shot was the 
first intimation that anything was wrong. 

Mr. Ledyard was 37 years old and unmar- 
ried. Ill health had been his lot all his life, 
but although of a nervous, sensitive tem- 
perament, he never allowed his affiictions 
to overcome nis good spirits until a recent 
attack of scarlet fever left him weak and 
unable te make the fight against despond- 
ency. He was a successful business-man, 
having been at the head of the starch trust 
since its organization. 

He was also an ardent sportsman, and al- 
though he was prevented from active par- 
ticipation in many outdoor sports trophies 
or the hunt and athletic fields decked his 
room on all sides. He was a member of the 
Calumet club and also of a local lodge of 
nights of Pythias. 

When a younger man Mr. Ledyard had 
had literary inclinations and was one of 
the organizers of the Amateur Press asso- 
ciation. He conducted for some years one 
of the leading periodicals in that associa- 
tion and held important offices in the organ- 
ization during its existence. 

The shock to the suicide’s aged parents 
is made more severe by the fact that he 
was the ogly son. Another child is the wife 
of Judge Colt of Boston. 

At the offices of the National Starch com- 
pany, Wabash avenue and South Water 
street, none of the officials would discuss 
the suicide yesterday. 

There was much excitement among the 
office employés, some of whom declared that 
they did not believe Ledyard’s death wound 
was inflicted with suicidal intent, but that 
it was the result of an accident. 

The senior Mr. Ledyard, nominally at the 
head of the business at 17 Wabash avenue, 
retired some years ago. He and his son 
came to Chicago from Milwaukee, where 
they were engaged in the wholesale gro- 
cery business.

‘WOULD SLAY A FAMILY. 


W.H.COPP TRIES TO KILL HIS WIFE'S 
PARENTS AND SISTER, 


Dr. Andrew C. Rankin in a Terrific. 


Duel with His Son-in-Law in Pull- 
man Receives a Slash Across the 
Throat and Wounds His Assailant— 
Rescuers Break In Before Any of 
the Victims Die—Documents That 
Show Desperate Purpose of Madman.

Estrangement Comes by Degrees. 

It appears that Mr. and Mrs. Copp have 
been gradually growing estranged for a 
number of years.

This fact rather than anything that 
happened brought about the final crisis. 

Eight months ago, on account of dull 
times, Copp lost his position with the Pull- 
man company. His domestic and business 
affairs seemed to get in a tangle at the same 
time. 

He left Dr. Rankin's home and went to 
ilve with his sister at 71 North Sheldon street. 
He wrote to Pullman requesting reinstate- 
ment, if possible, and as soon as an opening 
occurred the Superintendent offered him 
the position. However, without giving any 
reason, Copp declined. 


Rankin Family Is Famous. 

Dr. Rankin is one of several brothers, all 
but two or three of whom are ministers. 
One, Colonel John T. Rankin, is an ex- 
Speaker of the Kansas Legislature. Dr. 
Rankin's father lived at Ripley, O., and was 
a noted abolitionist before the rebe!lion. He 
was the counsel for Lyman Beecher, and 
it was largely due to his efforts that the 
noted divine was acquitted. The elder Ran- 
kin was one of the principal ones in the 
underground railway,“ by means of which 
80 many slaves escaped from their Southern 
masters. 

It was while Harriet Beecher Stowe was 
visiting the Rev. Dr. Rankin’s family at 
Ripley that she gained the inspiration for 
her celebrated book, Uncle Tom's Cabin.“ 
The characters of George and Eliza were 
true to life, for it was while she was there 
“they had been helped across the Ohio River, 

hich at the time was full of floating ice. 

A second brother, Major Rankin, had 
charge of the New Mexico exhibit at the 
World's Fair. 


JOHN PARSON SHOOTS H. B. CURRY. 


Family Feud at 432 South Wood Street 
Culminates in the Fatal Use of 
a Revolver. 


John Parson, 432 South Wood street, shot 
Henry B. Curry three times last night on 
the threshold of the latter’s flat, the second 
floor at the same number. Then, going to 
the rear of the two-story brick structure, 
he fired a fourth shot at Curry as he stood 
in the window shouting for help. Curry is 
in the County Hospital. Physicians say he 
can “ft live. 

Ri olph Nitchke ,aged 16, living at 692 
West Polk street, was passing the house 
when the first shots were fired. He followed 
Parson into the back yard and saw him 
shoot at the shadow of Curry silhouetted 
against the windowpane. Then he at- 
tempted to wrest the revolver from the 
desperate man and in doing so he was shot 
through the palm of his right hand. Friends 
removed Hm to his home. He was bleeding 
freely. 

When policemen from the Maxwell Street 
Station arrived on the scene Parson gave 
himself up. ' 

Three weeks of disagreement between the 
Parson and Curry families culminated last 
night when John Parson, returning from 
work, met Henry B. Curry on the threshold 
of the second flat at 432 South street. 

1 hear you have a warrant for my ar- 
rest.“ shouted Parson, in a frenzy of rage. 

Before Curry could answer he pulled a 
revolver from his pocket and shoving it into 
Curry’s face fired. The bullet shattered the 
cheekbone and Curry feli on the threshold, 
his head toward the open door. A second 
and third shot followed, both netrating 
the lower abdomen. 

Parson, followed by Rudolph Nitchke, who 
had been attracted from the sidewalk by 
the shots from the revolver, rushed down- 
stairs and through his own flat into the rear 
yard. 4 

I'll kill him! Tl kill him! I'll kill him 
yet!“ young Nitchke declares he shouted as 
the boy caught up with him. He made 
me enough trouble.“ 

In the meantime Curr nad crawled to his 
kitchen window. With his hand on the cas- 
ing he shouted vigorously for help. Glan- 
cing up, Parson saw his antagonist and fired 
his revolver a fourth time. Nitchke prompt- 
ly knocked him to the ground and attempted 
to wrest the weapon from his hand. Firing 
a fifth time, the bullet passed through 
Nitchke's hand. Continuing the struggle, 
Nitchke secured the revolver and threw it 
as far as he could from him. With his un- 
wounded hand he promptly knocked Parson 
down a second time. 

Friends came up at this juncture and took 
charge of Parson. Nitchke was removed te 
his home. 

It is said the immediate cause of the shoot- 
ing was the securing of a warrant yesterday 
by Curry for the arrest of Parson. Neigh- 
bors say that the two families have been at 
war for three weeks. On Sunday, they say, 
Parson made remarks to Mrs. Curry which 
the husband of the latter resented. The 
warrant which was secured alleged disor- 
derly conduct.

BOIES HEARD FROM AGAIN. 
Ex-Governor Boies of Iowa has written a 


long letter which contains several ounces 
of hysterical nonsense and a few grains of 
common sense. It is pitiful to see a man of 
more than average intelligence, who has 


5 | held high positions and aspired to higher 


ones, the victim of such follies as those the 
ex-Governor of Iowa professes to believe in. 

He asserts that by stopping the silver pur- 
chases four years ago Congress heartless- 
ly increased the burden of every debt in ex- 
istence.” He marvels that one of the 
metals [silver] that from the dawn of civ- 
ilization until the early years of the present 
century had ministered to the necessities 
of man should be “ practically destroyed 
hen more of it is used for monetary pur- 
poses than ever before. 

“ The cause of a monstrous crime,“ wails 
the ex-Governor, “is upon us today.” In 
this “land of the free he :.-serts— 


Millions of men, gaunt with aunger, go forth 
from homes where famine reigns and wander up 
and down its streets pleading for work they cannot 
obtain, begging for bread they cannot earn, be- 
cause everywhere the wheels of industry are 
clogged and all the arteries of trade are con- 
@.sted by this hypocritical cry for gold. 


The proposition that the greenbacks be 
retired, the endless chain“ be broken, and 
the cause of innumerable financial ills be re- 
moved forces shrieks of anguish from 
Boies. He shudders at the thought of de- 
stroying a currency “to the existence of 
which this nation owes its very life, without 
which, through years of agonizing strife, it 
could not have survived a single day,” so as 
“to make way for rags that bear upon their 
face a mere promise of some puny corpora- 
tion to pay.” 

Does not the ex-Governor need the serv- 
ices of a mad doctor? Isit safe thata man 
who raves thus should be left at large? 
What would be the verdict of every sane 
and honest man were it not that Boies pro- 
ceeds to discourse to “ the friends of silver ” 
after this fashion: 

For one I do not believe it possible to succeed 
upon a platform that demands the unqualified free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 with gold. 
We have fought that battle and itislost. We can 
never fight it over under circumstances more fa- 
vorable to ourselves. If we hope to succeed we 
must abandon this extreme demand. 

Bryan was defeated, in Boies’ opinion, be- 
cause the American people believed “ the 
practical effect of success by the friends of 
silver would be the substitution of silver 
monometallism for gold monometallism.“ 
The majority of the people did know that 
such would be the case. They did not want 
that substitution to take place, because in 
that event all debts contracted on the gold 
standard of 100 cents to the dollar would 
have been paid in silver standard 47-cent 
dollars. Eight billions of credits would 
have been wiped out. 

Ex-Governor Boies believes this dread of 
the consequences of silver monometallism 
cannot be overcome. Therefore he urges 
the “friends of silver” in Iowa to drop 
“16 to 1” and take up the plan elaborated 
by him and printed and criticised in Tue 
TRIBUNE some months ago. His scheme is 
a modification of, but not an important one, 
that of Secretary Windom. 

The free silverites will reject it as they 
rejected Windom's. Ephraim is joined to 
his idols” and will not give up “ 16 to 1,” 
because the unlimited use of silver at that 
ratio lends itself so admirably to the pur- 
poses of the would-be repudiators of honest 
debts, who would be the beneficiaries of 
free coinage. These men will applaud 
Boies’ ravings but will not take his advice. 


SUNDAY FUNERALS. 

The New York Presbytery at a recent 
meeting passed a resolution condemning 
the practice of Sunday funerals. The pas- 
tors who voted for the resolution seem to 
have been prompted thereto by a desire to 
avoid discomfort, while others thought the 
resolution should have been so drawn as to 
dwell upon the desecration of the Sabbath 
and the injustice done to the congregations 
at every service, who expected words of 
guidance and counsel that a clergyman was 
unable to give after having officiated at a 
funeral, The resolution itself reads as 
follows: : 

Resolved, That the Presbytery of New York dis- 
courage the practice and strongly urge the members 
of our church and all desiring the services of our 
ministers neither to hold funeral services nor bury 
their dead on the Sabbath unless there be an ab- 


solute necessity. 
It is difficult to understand why the min- 


isters in question should have recorded 
themselves as opposed to caning the 


„holy Sabbath,“ probably meaning Sunday, 
the first day of the week, and not tle Sab- 
bath of the scriptures, kept by Christ, 
which is Saturday, since it is the most ap- 
propriate day, both from the utilitarian and 
humanitarian point of view, as well as from 
the nature of the day’s observance. That 
the clergy are overworked is absurd. They 
work no harder, if so hard, indeed, as attor- 
neys, or physicians, or other public men. 
This is not a sufficient reason, but even if it 
did entail extra labor it would not be a 
sufficient excuse, since it is labor that can 
be performed by no others, and it is peculiar- 
ly a labor of sympathy and solemnity to 
which no manly clergyman would make ob- 
jection. 

Every utilitarian argument is in favor of 
Sunday funerals. It is the most conven- 
ient of all the days of the week for paying 
the last tribute of respect to the memory 
of deceased friends, especially among the 
laboring classes and the poor, who are very 
busy on week days and who cannot afford to 
sacrifice one of them. If Sunday funerals 
were abolished it would place them in the 
dilemma either of giving up a day’s work or 
of allowing the dead to be buried unat- 
tended. The best way of conducting funer- 
als, as of every other function of life, is that 
which concedes the greatest convenience to 
the greatest number. The excuses offered 
by the Presbyterian clergymen are very 
weak, They are not so hard pressed that 
they cannot easily attend funerais on Sun- 
day. There is nothing in the environment | 
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ess to indulge in such reckless social | of a funeral or in the nature of a funer- 
| bravado, for it ts a foregone conclusion 


al service that should make their own even- 
ing services less interesting. On the other. 
hand, they should be even more impressive 
from the associations of the day, if the min- 
ister is sufliciently impressed by them him- 
self. As to the other people, it is the only 
day which does not entail loss to them and 


it is the day upon which of all others they 


can the must easily and conveniently at- 
tend. The Presbyterian ministers of New 
York ought to rescind their resolution at the 
earilest opportunity.

NEW CENTRAL AMERICAN REPUBLIC. 

Quietly and unostentatiously the greater 
republic of Central America has become 
an accomplished fact. The first step was 
taken a year or more ago, when Salvador, 
Honduras, and Nicaragua united in a con- 
federation for mutual defense. Now Costa 
Rica and Guatemala have joined and the 
new republic is complete. It would have 
been still better had the confederation been 
established half a Century ago and thereby 
developed the resources of the five coun- 
tries as they should have been and also 
prevented a score of miserable civil wars 
and revolutions brought about by ambi- 
tious and corrupt military adventurers. 
They naturally should be under one au- 
thority so far as their national policy is 
concerned, and now that this has heen ac- 
complished there is little doubt it wiii tend 
toward conditions of peace and order in 
domestic affairs. : 

The new republic will possess considera- 
ble strength. Its population will be a little 
over three millions, of which Guatemala 
has nearly one-half. The area will be 
185,825 square miles, divided as follows: 
Guatemala, 63,400; Costa Rica, 23, 000; 
Salvador, 7,225; Honduras, 43,000; and 
Nicaragua, 49,200. As compared with 
South American States Chile has 293,470 
square miles of area, Peru 463,747, and 
the Argentine Republic 1,778,195, though 
the population of the latter is only about 
917,000 larger than that of the new repub- 
lic. Compared with Lllinois, its area is 
about three times as large, while its popula- 
tion is about a million and a half less, The 
Central American population is largely 
made up of native Indians and mixed races, 
but the Europeans and those of European 
descent are steadily increasing. 

The arrangement of the new federation 
is both wise and sensible. The individual 
States retain complete autonomy and abso- 
lute control of their domestic affairs. Out- 
side relations, treaties, commercial and 
industrial relations with other nations are 
managed by a sort of congress which meets 
in the various capitals at stated times and 
which is regularly elected. Representa- 
tion to foreign governments also proceeds 
from the authority of this body. In a 
word, the relations of the greater republic 
to the outside world are practically man- 
aged as ours are, and the rights of the 
States to control their own affairs remain 
untouched. Undoubtedly one of the im- 
pelling motives to this union was the fact 
or the fear that Mexico had its covetous 
eyes on those States adjoining her own 
southern boundary, which has had the 
effect is to expedite this fusion of the five 
States. The union will give the republic 
an army of about 175,000 men, regulars and 
militia, which will be sufficient for all ordi- 
nary purposes of defense. As to the com- 
mercial and industrial resources of the 
new republic, they should be greatly de- 
veloped under the new management. If it 
have no other result than to put an end to 
the interminable revolutions and civil wars 
in that section it will be a blessing. 


ANOTHER ATTACK ON CIVIL SERVICE. 
At its meeting on Sunday the building 


Trades council adopted a set of resolutions 
declaring that the civil service law as 
applied in this city is entirely un-American 
in spirit“; that the Civil Service commis- 
sion, “through a series of abstruse ques- 
tions of little necessity for the positions 
applied for, but easily answered by the 
college graduate, has shut out the working- 
men“; and that therefore the Building 
Trades council will try to secure the repeal 
of the law. 

President Kraus is surprised at the ig- 
norance displayed in these resolutions. 
For it so happens that the questions put fo 
persons examined for the positions which 
members of the Building Trades council 
are likely to seek for are questions of a 
practical nature, which no college graduate 
will be able to answer. 

Mr. Kraus gives the questions put to 

forty-three men who wanted places as 
blacksmiths. All of them are about iron 
and steel and blacksmithing. A college 
graduate, seeing those questions which a 
man who understood the trade could 
answer, even though unable to read, com- 
plained that they were questions which 
only a blacksmith could answer. So the 
questions put to men who wish to be 
plumbers in the city’s employ are such as 
plumbers can answer, but collegians can- 
not. 
Dndoubtedly the action of the Building 
Trades council was inspired by Democratic 
demagogues, some of them Aldermen who 
would like to see the civil service law swept 
away. Many of the votes for it when it 
was ratified were cast by workingmen. As 
a rule they are still in favor of it. But 
there are many walking delegates and 
“labor leaders who would like to get 
on the city pay rolls themselves or have 
friends they would like to see there. 

These men are willing to do the dirty 
work of the Democratic spoilsmen and 
adopt resolutions containing statements 
they must know are false, and pledging the 
workingmen to an anti-civil service law 
policy the latter do not really favor. 


THE “FEARLESS ADVOCACY” OF FREE 
SILVER. 

The Democratic State Central commit- 
tee adopted the following at a recent meet- 
ing held in this city: 

Resolved, That we believe that the future suc- 
cess of the Democratic party, in State and nation, 
lies in a fearless advocacy of the financial] dectara- 
tions of the last Democratic national convention 
in favor of the free and unlimited coinage of 811 
ver and gold at the ratio of 16 to 1, independent of 
the other nations of the world. 

It is time for some-“ fearless ” advocates 


of the free coinage of silver to make their 
appearance. There were none during last 
year’s campaign. Neither Bryan nor Alt- 
geld was “fearless.” For each of them 
was afraid to face the music on certain 
vital points, - 

There can be no “ fearless advocacy " of 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1 until some prominent supporter of that 
policy attempts to justify its retroactive 
feature. The free silverites demand that 
free silver dollars, which would be worth 
47 cents, be made legal tender for the pay- 
ment of Contracts made on the gold basis. 
If that were done eight billions of credits 
would be sponged out, 

A fearless advocate of cheap silver dol- 
lars would tell the people that he proposed 
to deprive every savings bank depositor of 
half the value of his deposit; that whoever 


had loaned money was to get back only half 


what he had loaned; and that whoever had 


_bought property on time was to keep all

| the property on paying only half what he 


hal agreed to. 
After having stated fully what he pro- 

posed to do, this fearless advocate would 
explain why it was proper that creditors 
should be robbed for the benetit of debtors. 
He would point out the equity of the trans- 
action, and, as his hearers might not be 
able to grasp his novel ideas at once, would 
go into the subject quite fully. 

There has — no advocate of the free 
coinage of silver who has fearlessly en- 
deavored to show how the workingman’s 
condition will be bettered it he is paid two 
47-cent dars where he receives now one 
100-cent Nor has any free silverite 
demonstrated that in the event of free 
coinage the workingman will get two cheap 
dollars for every full-value dollar he gets 
now. 

If the proimise of the “fearless ad vo- 
cacy” of the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 means that the Democratic 
free silverites of Illinois are going to ex- 
plain fully those points their leaders have 
left obscure, then the sooner they begin 
operations the better. Bryan is not busy 
now. Cannot they get him to discuss 
those fentures of free coinage he fought 
shy of last year? 


NO CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 

A Chicago paper states that “ there will 
be a formidable movement in this State 
to promote the assemblage of a convention 
to fr. bie a new constitution.” That is, it 
is alleged, the only way in which to pro- 
cure “necessary changes,” because it ap- 
pears to be “ impossible to obtain the adop- 
tion of needed amendments.” 

Is not one great reason for this impossi- 
bility the fact that the majority of the 
voters are not strongly convinced that the 
amendments submitted are needed? It is 
true, as THe Trisune has often stated, 
that the way in which constitutional 
amendments are hidden on the Australian 
ballot is calculated to keep down the vote 
cast either for or against them. If a sep- 
arate baliot were provided for such proposi- 
tions undoubtedly a heavier’ vote would 
be cast. 

Last year a constitutional amendment 
was *vted on. The affirmative vote was 
163,057 and the negative vote was 66,519. 
The total vote cast was 1,000,868. The 
amendment needed 545,435 votes, and there- 
fore was not ratified. It is evident, there- 
fore, that there was no strong belief among 
the people that the amendment was “ need- 
ed.“ Whoever had such a belief was able 
to find the proposition on his ballot. 

It is interesting to notice that in this 
county, where the blanket ballot was the 
largest and the difficulty of finding the con- 
stitutional amendment the greatest, almost 
29 out of every 100 voted for or against 
that amendment. In the rest of the State, 
where the blanket ballots did not have as 
many names on them as here and the con- 
stitutional amendment could not be over- 
looked as easily, only 17 out of every 100 
yoted for or against it. 

The seeming indifference of the voters 
to the alleged necessity for amendments 
may interfere with the plans of those who 
want a new constitution. If the General 
Assembly to be elected in 1898 should de- 
cide by a two-thirds vote of the members of 
each House to submit to the people the 
question of calling a constitutional conven- 
tion, that question would have to be voted 
on in 1900 at the Presidential election. 

The proposition to earry would have to re- 
ceive a majority of the votes cast at the 
Presidential election. There is nothing in 
the votes cast on constitutional amend- 
ments to indicate that the constitutional 
majority would be obtained for the proposi- 
tion. 

There was great dissatisfaction with the 
constitution of 1848. Its grave defects 
were apparent. Yet when the question of 
calling a constitutional convention was 
voted on in 1868, while very few voted in 
the negative, the vote in the affirmative was 
only 704 in excess of the required number. 
So it is not likely that the people of Illinois 
will be in any haste about calling a con- 
stitutional convention.

BABY TALK IS THREATENED. 
What might be termed the latest feature 
of scientific kindergarten training is the 
proposition to eliminate baby talk from 
the nursery—in fact, to sweep it off the 
face of babyland. The reform is based on 
the fact that parents are largelx, responsi- 
ble for the idiosyncrasies of baby language, 
and that it would be about as easy to teach 
the rising generation the proper pronuncia- 
tion of words at the beginning as to wait 
until they reach an advanced stage in youth. 
This “ drill in pure phonics,” as it is called, 
may be able to accomplish in time what 
its advocates claim for it, but what prac- 
tical advantage will have been obtaincd? 
No one seriously asserts that the language 
of babyland retards the child's learning 
when greater maturity has been reached, 
nor that there is any suggestion of per- 
manent effect. The most that can be ac- 
complished, therefore, is to train the baby 
to avoid the cooing preliminaries in lan- 
gauge learning and to mak e change 
abruptly from a fascinating creature that 
expresses all emotions by protracted howls 
to a dignified infant that prides itself in 
its perfection in articulation. A sugges- 
tion of what might be possible in. this re- 
spect has come through the allegedly funny 
periodicals in sketches of life in Boston 
nurseries. The imagination can picture the 
precocious baby calling distinctly for its 
„ lacteal fluid.” But the picture is far from 
alluring and few people would care to have 
it reproduced at their own hearthstones, 
There are few memories more dear than 
the memories of the caressing syllables of 
baby talk. There are few lives which 
would not suffer a distinct and grievous 
loss if those memories were ruthlessly cut 
off. Are there not enough serious, im- 
portant things in life to engage the energies 
of people withont making attacks on a 

harmless source of universal delight? 


THE ANTI-BUTTERINE LAW. 

Next Thursday the anti-butterine law en- 
acted at the recent session of the General 
Assembly will be in force, and the Chicago 
manufacturers of imitation butter will stop 
the manufacture of that article, unless they 
have changed their minds quite recently, 

They have three courses open to them. 
One is to move their plants elsewhere, 
which they state they intend doing. An- 
other is to attack the constitutionality of 
the law, which they do not seem inclined to 
do. The other is to stay here, make white 
imitation butter, and see if they can induce 
people to eat it. That may be difficult, ex- 
cept among the very poorest people. 

The law is rigid. It provides that— 

No pe shall produce or manufacture any sub- 
stance in imitation or semblance of natural butter, 
nor sell nor keep for sale any imitation butter, 
made or manufactured, compounded, or produced 
in violation of this section, whether said imitation 
butter shall be made or produced in this State or 


elsewhere. : 
The butterine manufacturers have been 


in the habit of buying considerable first- 
class yellow butter and blending it with 
their anime! fats or oils. As the mixture 


was less ycllow than the pure butter was 


up will eventually be turned down. 


they added some harmless coloring matter 


to give the mixture an attractive golden 
hue. i 

The new law declares that no person 
shall combine any animal fat or vegetable 
oil or other substance with butter,” nor use 
any coloring substance in combination 
therewith. So the imitation butter manu- 
facturer is not allowed to make a product 
which shall have even a yellowish tinge 
to it. 

The manufacturers state that the law 
will be a great injury to the trade of Chi- 
cago—that 1,500 men, making yearly al- 
most three million dollars’ worth of but- 
terine, will be thrown out of work by the 
closing of their factories. They allege also 
that the farmer who bas received for his 
steers and hogs a considerable sum more 
from the fact that portions of the carcass ” 
could be used to advantage by the imitation 
butter makers, will get less for his live 
stock. The probabilities are that the farm- 
ers will not get any less after July. 

The dairymen are much pleased with the 
law. They believe it will enhance the 
value of their product. The butterine man- 
ufacturers think not. They state that the 
imitation butter output of last year did not 
constitute over 2% per cent of the amount 
of butter made in the United States. If 
so it is not likely that the effect of the law 
on the price of butter will be noticeable. 

As for the firms which have been manu- 
facturing butterine here, they will find 
some other use for the hog and steer prod- 
ucts which they have been converting into 
imitation butter. They dispose of consid- 
erable in the country districts now. It is 
used there in making “filled” cheese. 
Somehow or other the firms in question will 
dispose at a profit of all their hog and cattle 


products.

END OF THE FISCAL YEAR AT HAND. 


Great Improvement — Cheering Pros- 
pects Ahead—The Bryanite Bad 
Money Advocates Howling 
Calamity in Vain. 


The end of the fiscal year, June 30, is at 
hand, and the period of danger as to exports 
of gold has passed. The Treasury las been 
gaining all this month by excess of receipts 
over expenditures, amounting to $6,101,369 
for the month, and its holdings of gold in 
excess of certificates outstanding are $142,- 
783,486, with an available cash balance of 
$233 ,740,654. It had practically the same 
cash balance on Nov. 1, having borrowed 
that amount and more by the sale of bonds, 
but at that time had about $27,000,000 less 
gold than it holds now. It is demonstrable, 
moreover, that this gain of gold has not 
come from abroad, but from the hoards 
of the people and from the products of our 
gold mines, whose confidence in the govern- 
ment has been restored by the result of the 
election. 

From Nov. 1, 1892, to June 1, 1895, under 
Cleveland, net exports of gold amounted 
to $71,506,540. Banks had begun breaking 
all over the country, owing to the rapid 
withdrawal of deposits by frightened cus- 
tomers. Manufacturing concerns by the 
hundred had stopped work before the mid- 
dle of June was reached. The Treasury be- 
gan to lose gold immediately after the elec- 
tion, and before . Cleveland was inaugu- 
rated it had lost nearly $21,000,000, although 
its cash balance had been reduced not quite 
$7,000,000. In every respect the contrast be- 
tween the two periods as to evidences of 
public confidence is most striking, and it 
may be well to put on record the changes 
from the election to the inauguration of Mr, 
Cleveland and of President McKinley:

At a glance, the increase of more than 
$262,000,000 in the interest-bearing debt 
shows by what means the Treasury averted 
bankruptcy during Cleveland's administra- 
tion. The instinct of the people was so keen 
and sure that they began to withdraw their 
gold months before he was inaugurated, and 
the Treasury lost $21,000,000 in four months, 
though the cash balance was but little re- 
duced, whereas in four months after Me- 
Kinley's election it gained $31,500,000, al- 
though the cash balance was reduced nearly 
$21,000,000. The outgo of gold, beginning 
immediately after Cleveland's election, was 
in itself the surest proof that confidence in 
the soundness of the government had been 
shaken, and that the proposed change of 
national policy was expected to produce 
disaster, as it speedily did. 

On the contrary, the election last year 
was at once followed by a general unlocking 
of hoards and revival of confidence, and im- 
ports of gold continued until the necessities 
of foreign governments caused payment of 
a premium to secure exports in May. 

It is more remarkable that this healthy 
and steadily improving state of things has 
come notwithstanding the very unusual im- 
ports of merchandise. Under ordinary con- 
ditions these alone would have caused heavy 
exports of gold in settlement. But the con- 
ditions have been anything but ordinary, 
so strongly has confidence in the monetary 
stability of this country increased here and 
abroad. Instead of withdrawing from 
American investment, foreign capitalists 
have been closing some important transac- 
tions increasing their investments here. 

Some large“ operations in iron and steel 
have been closed, calling for the transfer 
of several millions to this country, and sim- 
ilar negotiations have been reported in other 
branches of business, while in bonds there 
has been a steady and strong demand for 
months, and some considerable blocks have 
been placed abroad by banking syndicates. 
Some part of the sustained rise in the stock 
market, which has now continued neariy 
six weeks, much to the amazement of or- 
‘dinary speculators, has been due to the ab- 
sorption of securities considered cheap by 
foreign buyers. 

Four years ago their heavy sales of Amer- 
ican securities caused much of the large loss 
of gold. Then even English cdpitalists, 
while intensely sympathizing with Mr. 
Cleveland’s economic policy, foresaw that it 
meant disaster to this country. Now, while

mistake to suppose that Sheridan was 
“merely a wit and a man of pleasure.’ 

He was one of the most laborious workers 
that ever lived. No less a person than Mr. 
Gladstone himself had described him as 
having been for thirty years the working 
horse of his party. To the speaker, who

Another was the. Duke of Wellington, 
whose letter to Mrs. Sheridan when she be- 
came a widow showed that he entertained 
the utmost respect and admiration for her 
husband. The others were Lord Lansdowne, 
grandfathers of the present Secretary of 
War, and Lord John Russell, both of whom, 
whenever they alluded to Sheridan, did so 
with intense respect and admiration for his 
character and for his services to the party he 
belonged to. As the lecturer had said, many 
stories which had been and still were cur- 
rent to Sheridan’s discredit were absolute 
inventions. It was, however, the most diffi- 
cult thing to kill a lie which had once gained 
currency, a fact of which the late Mrs. Nor- 
ton’s experience offered a striking illustra- 
tion, 

It was long said that she, having wormed 
out of a Minister of state the secret that the 
Cabinet intended to propose free trade, sold 
the inforniation to the Times, one of the 
most infamous acts of which man or woman 
could be capable. That calumny was cur- 
rent in. society, found place in the works of 
four historians, had been embalmed for all 
time in Meredith’s beautiful work, Diana 
of the Crossways,“ and had been roduced 
in recent rumors. It was totally false, 
Greville first stated the truth in his memoirs, 
but the public took little heed. 

The fact was that the information was 
communicated to the newspaper by Lord 
Aberdeen, who knew that it would favorably 
affect America, with which our relations 
were critical. The speaker would not trouble 
his hearers with the many proofs he pos-

famous story which has been so long cur- 
rent. in regard to Mrs. Norton.” Only the 
other day the speaker saw in an influential 
journal a repetition of the original story 
with all the supposed transactions by which 
it was attended. Sheridan had been vic- 
timized in a somewhat similar way, and it 
was therefore particularly gratifying to 
hear the truth spoken of him as it had been 
spoken that evening. 


Bids for Torpedo Boats. 

It was demonstrated at the recent opening 
of bids for building three thirty-knot tor- 
pedo boats for the navy that a large number 
of shipbuilding firms are prepared to con- 
struct small naval vessels within short 
periods of time and at reasonable cost. Ten 
firms entered the competition, among them 
several that had not appeared in previous 
endeavors to secure contracts for warships. 
The Herreshoffs, who have built some of the 
fastest torpedo boats and have been partic- 
ularly fortunate in satisfying all require- 
ments, did not bid, while several of the 
larger firms that heretofore confined their 
efforts to securing contracts for the big 
ships submitted proposals. The conditions 
to which the successful bidders will be 
obliged to subscribe call for an excess of two 
and one-half knots over the highest speed 


heretofore required. One of the vessels. 


must be not less than 260 tons, and the oth- 
ers not less than 230tons. Eighteen months 
are allowed to complete the boats. Con- 
gress appropriated $800,000 to build all 
three. 

The bids were opened in the office of the 
Secretary of the Navy. In addition to the 
ten legitimate bids made one freak proposal 
was offered. This bidder guaranteed a speed 
of forty knots an hour at a cost of $225,000. 
He did not inclose the required certified 
check, and the bid was thrown out. The 
bids were too complex to classify properly, 
and the lowest bid cannot be determined ac- 
curately until the Navy department has 
done a lot of figuring. The proposal of the 
Columbia iron works of Baltimore appears 
to be the most reasonablein price. In detail 
the bids and bidders are:

Democratic as Well as Republican 

Members from Illinois Deprecate 
the Idea of Making the Ex-Gov- 
ernor the Successor to the Late Ed- 
ward Dean Cooke—Speaker Reed 
May Announce the Makeup of the 
Standing Committees Soon. 


Washington, D. C., June 28.—[Special.]— 
„It is to be hoped for the credit of the State 
of Illinois,” said one of a group of Con- 
gressmen at the Capitol today, that ex- 


Governor John P. Altgeld will not be sent 


to Washington as the successor of the late 
Congressman Cooke.“ 
-e- 
Several Congressmen, among them two 
or three Representatives from Illinois, were 
Giscussing the prebability of Altgeld receiv- 
ing the Democratic nomination in the Sixth 
Chicago District. It was suggested, more- 
over, that it looked as though the time was 
propitious for his being elected if it should 
de found that he was eligible to run in that 
. district. It was the bare possibility of such 
d result that brought out the remarks quot- 
ed above. Attention was called to the fact 
that Buck Hinrichsen did not show the least 
‘hesitation about going down into a Repub- 
lican stronghold when it became evident 
that he would not be the Democratic nom- 
mee for the election and would stand no 
chance to be Secretary of State again even 
if nominated as a precedent which would 
be followed by ex-Governor Altgeld. 
One thing may be set down as certain,“ 
said one of the Illinoisans in the party, if 
Altgeld should come to Washington as a 
Congressman he would be as irrepressible 
as Jerry Simpson, young Balley of Texas, 
or any other of the so-called Democrats, 
but in reality demagogues with which the 
House of Representatives is infested. He 
Will come to Washington thoroughly im- 
' Dued with his anarchistic ideas and ten- 
dencies and his sole aim will be to stir up 
things and people just as he has done in 
the past in Illinois politics.“ 
—— 
These sentiments found an echo not only 
among Republicans but Democrats who are 
not partial to the revolutionary ideas and 
suggestions of the ex-Governor of Illinois. 
He will certainly not fall among fricnds 
either on the Democratic or the Republican 
side of the House if there should be a com- 
bination among the voters of the Sixth Con- 
gressional District to send him to Washing- 
ton, and he would be cf no practical benefit 
to them whatever. It is regarded as a re- 
fiection upon-the good sense of the people of 
Chicago that the name of Altgeld should be 
even coupled with that of the late Edward 
Dean Cooke, who was one of the most popu- 
lar as well as one of the best working Con- 
gressmen who ever had a seat in the Na- 
tional House of Representatives. On all 
sides is heard the sentiment: ‘‘ Chicago must 
be pretty hard wp for Congressional timber 
when the name of such a man as John P. 
Altgeld is even mentioned in such a connec- 
tion.“

When 
ithe Illinois tor learned today that Con- 
ul Ne had been able to successfully 
meet and refute what was considered one of 
the gravest charges against him he declared 
he would not take any further notice of alle- 
gations preferred against Consul Neumann.

It is understood that the German Consul at 
Chicago has fiotified his government of Con- 
sul Neumann's standing at home, but if 
anything is done it will be after Neumann 

„appears at Cologne and presents himseif 

in an official capacity. Should the German 
government refuse him an exequatur it will 
be in order for him to return to the United 
States, as being persona non grata with the 
German government. Secretary Sherman 
was outspoken when first told of the alleged 
marital complications of the new Consul and 
declared emphatically that if what he had 
heard was proven the resignation of Mr. 
Neumann should be immediately called for. 
Now, however, that Neumann has produced 
his marriage certificate and made this mat- 
ter satisfactory to the State department, it 
is not likely any further obstacles will be 
thrown.in his path before he starts for the 
scene of his future labors. 

National Committeeman Charles G. Dawes 
showed his fine Italian hand in securing the 
‘appointment of his friend McGill of Chicago 
to be Consul at Tampico, Mexico. This 
position had been promised to another, but 
Mr. Dawes succeeded in persuading the 
President to change his mind and give it to 
a Chicagoan.

A season of voluntary fasting by Arapa- 
hoes and Cheyennes of the Indian Territory 
is now in progress for a peculiar reason. 
It has been a custom for Uncle Sam to give 
Indians who have not reached any marked 
degree of civilization their beef allowance 
on the hoof. This was preferred by the In- 
dians, who desired to do the slaughtering 
themselves, and the killing of cattle in an 
Indian camp was made a big event. It was 
as much like the old buffalo hunt as it was 
possible for the Indians to make it. After 
setting the cattle on a dead run they would 
pursue them on their ponies, and filling them 
full of lead from Winchester rifles would 
thus bring the cattle down. Then they 
would do their own slaughtering, and they 
usually succeeded in making a most dis- 
gusting sight of it. 

—— 

Recently. however, the government offi- 
cials have been endeavoring to wean these 
tribes from their old notions and teach them 
cleanliness. With this end in view the cus- 
tom of furnishing beef on the hoof was done 
away with, and it was decided to give it to 
them on the block. This change was re- 
sented by a number of the Arapahoes and 
Cheyennes, who refused to accept their al- 
lowance of beef unless it was furnished 
them in the old way. Thereupon they were 
notified they must either take their beef on 
the block or do without it. Their answer 
was they would do without it, and went 
back to their camps in a sulky humor. Hun- 
ger has got the better of the pride of some of 
the sulky ones, who have come to the agent 
on the reservation and accepted their allow- 
ance on the government terms. There are 
quite a number, however, who are still un- 
yielding, and the probability is they have 
been helped by those who swallowed their 
pride and will not therefore give up until 
compelled to do so. 


->- 

In discussing the fast of these Indians 
Acting Commissioner Smith said: ‘* Some 
of these people are acting foolishly now, 
but they will eventually come around all 
right. When their hunger gets the better 
of them they will conclude that a nice piece 
of beef on the block is better than any at- 
tempt to satisfy the appetite with an old 
notion, and consequently they will take 
what is offered them. Their former method 
of slaughtering beef was most unsanitary. 
but the officials of the government humored 
them in their uncivilized notions for a while. 
But the time has arrived when they should 
be taught better manners, as well as meth- 
ods. It is a hard matter to teach an Indian 
cleanliness, but that is what the govern- 
ment is trying to do in this case, and the 
Indians will have to yield to the inevitable.“ 

—

His prede- 
cessor, the late Lieutenant Slack, was also 
a member of the Marine Corps, which scems 
to be a sart of training school for society 
gallants. Captain McCawley’s father has 
been an officer in the Marine Corps, and 
Charlie, who was made a Captain by the 
stroke of the President’s pen, has been a 
clerk at the navy yard here for a number of 
years. In addition to his qualifications as 
a leader of the german, the bachelors’ co- 
tillon, and the high-toned affairs under the 
auspices of the chevy chase hunt and the 
metropolitan clubs, Captain McCawley is 
also a tennis player of repute, and was at 
one time the champion racquet wielder of 
the District of Columbia.

HORSE'S HOOF TORN OPEN ON CAR LINE 


Shee Catches in a Rail Flange at the 
Corner of Monroe and Dear- 
born Streets. — 


A horse on one of the American Express 
company’s wagons caught its foot yester- 
day in the car track at the corner of Monroe 
and Dearborn streets and was thrown, de- 
laying traffic for fully half an hour.

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DEBATE ON THE TRUSTS. 


BIG TRADE COMBINATIONS GET AN- 
OTHER 8Co

Discussion of the e Schedule in the 
New Tariff Bi ranches Off Into 
Another Wordy Warfare in the Sen- 
ate—Senator Hoar Denies That Free 
Trade Will Operate Against Them— 
Republican Senators Agree That 
the Law Should Be Strengthened. 


Washington, D. C., June 28.—The Senate 
made good progress on the tariff bill today, 
despite a heated controversy over the oper- 
ations of the trust, in which Mr. Smith of 
New Jersey, Mr. Allen of Nebraska, Mr. 
Vest of Missouri, and Mr. Hoar of Massa- 
chusetts took a leading part. 

The incidental debate on trysts led to se- 
vere arraignment of the sugar trust by Caf- 
fery and Lindsay affd a general discussion 
of means to deal with trusts by Mr. Hoar. 
Among other paragraphs disposed of during 
the day were all those relating to gloves, a 
substitute for the paragraph on live animals, 
iron ore, and stained glass windows. - 

The debate of the afternoon came over the 
changes in the schedule on hides. Mr. Alli- 
son of Iowa proposed to make thg rate 20 
per cent ad valorem instead of one and one- 
half cents per pound. 

Mr. Vest reviewed the legislation on leath- 
er and hides, and presented a letter written 
by James G. Blaine to Mr. McKinley when 
the McKinley bil) was being framed protest- 
ing against a duty on hides as a slap in the 
face of the South Americans and as likely 
to legislate the Kepublican party out of 
power. The Senator argued that a duty on 
hides could not advance the price of cattle in 
the West, as hides were only a by-product 
of the cattle, and, moreover, the price of 
cattle was fixed absolutely with the power 
to put the price up or down by the big four 
combination at Chicago. The Senator re- 
called ‘the circumstances of the Senatorial 
inquiry into the beef trust, in which he par- 
ticipated. 

When Mr. Vest spoke of oppressive action 
by Mr. Armour to compel butchers to use 
his dressed beef Mr. Allen [Neb.] remarked 
that the evidence seemed sufficient for an 
indictment, and why, then, was not some- 
thing done toward prosecution? 

This developed a warm controversy be- 
tween Mr. Hoar and Mr. Allen as to the 
right of federal prosecution for an offense 
wholly within State lines, which at times 
became rather perscnal. : 

A reference in Mr. Smith’s remarks to 
trusts led Mr. Stewart [Nev.] to make an 
extended arraignment of he money trust, 
which, he asserted, was the worst of all 
trusts. He argued alsc that if there was to 
be a protective tariff bill all sections should 
share in the advantages it gave. 

Mr. Allen INeb.] said that while not an 
advocate of a general protective system, 
yet he concurred with the view that if there 
was to be such a bill every section should 
share in the benefits it gave. He spoke of 
the benefits of , hide duty to the farmers 
and in particular of the extent of the in- 
dustry in Nebraaka. 

Mr. Hoar state, that he thought it likely 
an amendment relating to trusts would be 
offered: in connection v zu the present bill 
tending to perfect the »rovisions on that 
subject in the tariff biil of 1804, and declar- 
ing that such provisions ure not repealed by 
this bill. -Such an ame:.dment had been pre- 
pared by Mr. Pettus of Alabama, and Mr. 
Hoar said he expected to vote for it when it 
came up. 

Mr. Hoar said that while the question of 
trusts could be dealt with to some extcnt by 
striking at their imports, as in the law of 
1804, yet he feared that the most serious 
phases of the evil must be dealt with by the 
States. He showed the technical legal 
meaning of the word trust,“ and showed 
the difficulties in making the sugar trusc 
and Standard Oil trust amenable to federal 
law. He regarded these monopolies as a 
menace to the republic, and was hopeful 
that scme means might be found to check 
them, yet he could not say how they could 
be hit. The State could limit their amount 
of capital, which would be one effective 
means of dealing with them. 

Mr. Lindsay [Ky.] said that in the case of 
a confessed monopoly, such as the sugar 
trust, one effective means of dealing with it 
would be to extend it no further benefits 
from tariff legislation. When the point was 
reached in a tariff bill where sugar was to 
be dealt with, then it should be so shaped as 
not to be in the benefit of the trust. 

Mr. Hoar replied that the answer to this 
was that the policy seemed to be established 
that revenue was to be raised on refined 
sugar, and it was further desired that the 
business of refining sugar shall be done in 
this country rather than abroad. A great 
foreign government was about the biggest 
trust that could menace the trade of the 
United States, Mr. Hoarasserted. He hoped 
that some effective remedy would be found 
instead of going on the theory that because 
a jackal or a fox preys on our commerce it 
should be given to a foreign wolf or lion. 

Mr. Caffery I[La.] argued that the sugar 
trust was within the operation of the anti- 
trust law, and he felt that it was time the 
attention of the Attorney General and the 
United States District Attorneys was called 
to the frequent and flagrant violations of 
the law by the sugar trust. The Senator 
declared that the sugar trust was the most 
arrogant and iniquitous trust in the world. 

Mr. Allen, resuming, declared that the 
country was “rotten with trusts,’ every 
article we eat and wear and use being con- 
trolled by trusts, while Congress, the ju- 
diciary, and the executive authorities are 
impotent and powerless to act according to 
those who argued that the federal laws can- 
not reach the trusts. He maintained that 
the laws are sufficient if energetically en- 
forced, but that the authorities have not ex- 
ecuted them with zeal. 

The vote was then taken on the hide para- 
graph, as amended by committee, and it was 
agreed to—39 to 20. 

One Democrat, Rawlins [Utah], and 
Messrs. Allen, Butler, Heitfeld, Jones 
[Nev.], Stewart, Mantle, and Teller voted 
with the Republicans in the affirmative. The 
balance of the vote was onparty lines. The 
committee presented a substitute for para- 
graph 427, band or belting leather, etc., the 
text of which is given in the report else- 
where of the action of the committee.

METROPOLITAN TRACTION BOBS UP. 


County Board Will Take Up the Com- 
prehensive Ordinance at a Spe- 
cial Meeting on Wednesday. 


An attempt will be made at the special 
meeting of the County Board on Wednesday 
to push the passage of the Metropolitan 
Traction company’s ordinance, the company 
asking a franchise on practically all the 
main. roads in the county from the south- 
ern to the northern limits. It was brought 
up yesterday, and was deferred until 
Wednesday. The Finance committee has it 
at present. 

The reason for bringing out the ordinance 
was that its promoters, who are said to bo 
Perry Hull, Sam Lowenthal, and a prosper- 
ous farmer near Harvey. wants to have it 
passed before the Allen law goes into opera- 
tion. 

The ordinance is considered by President 
Healy and Commissioner Allen as the most 
audacious thing that was ever presentcd 
to the County Board or any other body. 

The right of way asked for consists of the 
main roads connecting every important 
town in the county, beginning at the south 
end and/going through Chicago Heights, 
Harvey, Blue Island, Palatine, La Grange, 
taking in every town until Wheeling is 
reached. It completely half-circles the 
county. Several branches of the road go 
out from each of the important business 
centers. . 

The total length of the franchise asked is 
144 miles. The life of the franchise is twen- 
ty years. 

Among the provisions found in it are the 
the privilege of carrying ‘freight between 
the hours of 6 p. m. and 6 a.m. The fare 
fs five cents for each continuous ride of six 
miles or less. The company agrees to file 
an indemnity bond of $20,000 to carry out 
its contract. 

It is not believed the ordinance will pass, 
the members of the board have expressed 
themselves privately that it is a scheme te 
tie up the country roads for twenty years, 
and sell the franchises as a market is found 
for them. 

The Public Service committee yesterday 
adopted motions to let the contract for sup- 
plying the Dunning institutions with coal 
to the Youghiogheny and Lehigh company 
at $2.49 a ton, and to let the contract for the 
hospital to Baker Brothers for Indiana block 
coal at $2.04. Neither motion carried by 
the ten votes necessary for their adoption 
by the County Board. 


WILL GRADE GRAIN LIKE CHICAGO. 


Illinois and Missouri Railroad Com- 
missioners Agree on a Uniform 
System for East St. Louis. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 28.—[Special.]—The 
Missouri Railroad commissioners met the 
commissioners from Illinois at the Southern 
Hotel this afternoon for the purpose of 
establishing a uniform system of grading 
grain at East St. Louis.

By a 
somewhat unfortunate coincident it is al- 
leged fire recently destroyed most of the 
important papers and records connected 
with the deal. 

The government, in the discussion on the 
motion for investigation in the Senate today, 
whilst professing its willingness, nay, eager- 
ness, to have the matter inquired into down 
to the bottom, nevertheless advanced con- 
stitutional and other objections which it 
was thought might prove fatal to the course 
proposed by the majority. The effect, how- 
ever, was simply to add fuel to the fire, and 
the Conservatives’ majority asserted its 
resolve not to be bulldozed by the govern- 


ment or the Liberal majority in the other, 


House, and to pursue its own course. If the 
Senate committee carries out its intention 
to commence investigating in earnest tomor- 
row there is not the slightest chance of its 
getting through under two, or perhaps, three 
weeks unless, after setting the ball in mo- 
tion, it may decide to adjourn till next ses- 
sion, which in the present temper of the 
Senate is not at all likely. 


SLOT MACHINE CASES ARE CONTINUED 


Conspiracy Charge Against Attorney 
Frank Follett Dismissed — Con- 
stable and Justice Clash. 


The slot machine replevin cases, the con- 
spiracy case against Frank J. Phillips and 
Constable Jacob Levy, and the larceny 
cases against Phillips were continued yes- 
terday by Justice E. M. Hartman in South 
Evanston until July 7 at 3 o’clock. The 
conspiracy charge against Attorney Frank 
Follett was dismissed soon after the war- 
rants were issued. The statement that At- 
torney Follett was under bonds to appear 
before Justice Hartman along with Phillips 
and Levy was an unintentional error. 

Justice W. T. Hall will have conspiracy 
charges against Morris Loeff, the attor- 
ney, who is spending money freely to break 
up the slot machine business, according to 
his own statement, and Frank J. Phillips to 
dispose of on July 2. The conspiracy charge, 
as worded in the complaint of Peter J. Smith, 
sworn to by Justice Hartman, is that the 
accused did, on or about June 10 last, con- 
spire together to do an illegal act—to wit: 
to swear out search warrants for the pur- 
pose of blackmail and extortion.” 

During the proceedings it developed that 
Justice Hartman’s official dignity was 
seriously ruffled a few hours previously by 
a taunt hurled at him by Constable Willlam 
Kelly. Kelly was served with a subpeena 
duces tecum, which meant in this case to 
take the twenty slot machines recently 
taken from Hebard's storage house on re- 
plevin writs back into court. Kelly, ac- 
cording to the justice’s account, boasted 
before fifty people the writ would not hold, 
inasmuch as the machines had been deliv- 
ered to their owners.

Local receipts 
were liberal at 47,000 hogs, and the principal 
Western market had 65,000 hogs, against 
61,600 a year ago. The buying of lard through 
Roloson. and Chapin-Edwards during the 
early part of the day was credited to Swift 
and was the occasion of a sharp rally all 
around, but particularly in lard. The July 
delivery of lard closed with e net advance 
for the day of 20c. After the first advance 
and period of activity the market for pro- 
visions turned dull and the tendency was 
toward a reaction.

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STEPHEN BONSAL’S TRAGIC PICTURE 
OF SUFFERING CUBA. 


Weyler, Conqueror of Non-Combat- 
ants, Has Made the Western Half 
ot the Island a Desert and Is Rapid- 


ly Changing It to a Graveyard— - 


Starvation of Women and Children’ 
on a Scale That Even a Strong Man 
Cannot Endure to See. 


F there be any man 
with a heart of pity 
in him who still 
looks with indiffer- 
ence upon the cause 
of the Cuban insur- 
gents, let him read 
Stephen Bonsal's lit- 
tle volume on The 
Real Condition of 
Cuba Today (Har- 
per). He will be 
either more or less 
than human if he 
can close the book 
without a surge of 
commiseration for 
the suffering Cubans 
and of execration for 

General Weyler. And he will be an unen- 
viable exception if he can avoid a sense of 
shame over the continued indifference of 
his own government regarding this pitiful 
tragedy. 
Mr. Bonsal was formerly Chargé d’Af- 
- faires at Madrid, and he speaks with a per- 
sonal acquaintance of both Spaniards and 
‘Cubans. He has more recently acted as 
‘special correspondent for the New York 
Herald in Cuba, and was an eye witness of 
‘the whole situation during a stay of three or 
‘four months. His statements are conser- 
vatlve and free from undue prejudice, and 
his style, while dramatic, is convincing. 
There is not the slightest chance to discount 
any portion of his terrible picture. For 
these reasons the book is probably the most 
telling indictment against the Spanish cam- 
paign of extermination that has yet been 
issued in volume form. 
The book is divided mto two parts, one 
showing the state of affairs at the end of the 
second year of the campaign, and devoting 
} itself to the operations against the active in- 
. surgents; the other showing up the war as it 
is waged against the non-combatants. The 
‘ first chapter of horrors seems as bad as it 
could be, but the second outdoes even this 
in the fiendishness of its revelations. 
What impresses the conservative reader 
most is that the conditions in Cuba and our 
duty in regard to her have utterly changed 
‘since Weyler instituted his infamous plan 
of concentration last December. Until then 
there was reason to say that the Cuban war 
‘was none of our affair. But now it is no 
longer a case of civilized warfare; it is 
massacre and extermination by starvation. 


— 
The poignancy of the situation, both on the 
Spanish and on the Cuban side, is truly al- 
most incredible. In less than two years 
250,000 raw Spanish recruits have been 
poured into Cuba, and at the same time 
Weyler has devastated by fire the whole 
western half of the island, has driven 400,- 
000 noncombatant men, women, and chil- 
. dren into a few starving towns, and spent 
1$1380,000,000 without coming any nearer to 
conquering the insurgents than he was at 
: the beginning. 
Things have now come to the pass where 
it would probably mean the fall of the 
Bourbon régime in Spain if Weyler were to 
acknowledge defeat. Yet Cuba is so im- 
poverished that, even if he conquers, Spain 
will haye to make up a deficit of at least 
'$100,000,000 to retain her last colony, which 
in her bankrupt condition is an absurdity. 
In any case Spain has caught a tiger by the 
tail, and does not dare to let go. And inthe 
meantime Weyler is prosecuting the bar- 
barous project of starving the whole Cuban 
race to death, with the deliberate intent of 
thus trampling out the last trace of the, 
American spirit of liberty and of repopu- 
lating the island with colonists from Spain. 
The bitterness of the conflict has long ex- 
ceeded any possibility of compromise. It 
has become a duello of starvation, in which 
the women and children are naturally the 
first victims. Mr. Bonsal's story bngs 
4 vividly before the mind the appalling fact 
that at the present hour the innocent are 
dying in Cuba by hundreds from hunger. 
The Spanish army itself is absolutely desti- 
tute. The country is a smoking ruin, a 
heap of ashes and of graves—a grim, gaunt 
panorama of what savage man is capable 
of in the way of destruction.“ 
The pictures that Mr. Bonsal draws of the 
| pacificos as they lie dying in their 
hovels, forbidden even to go outside the 
Camp to dig roots for their famished chil- 
dren, are absolutely heartrending. And Mr. 
Pepper, who has just returned from Cuba 
after writing his remarkable series of 
articles for THE TRIBUNE, declares that 
things are three times worse now than they 
‘were when Bonsal saw them three months 
ago. He says the silent agony on the faces 
of the people is more than even a strong man 
can bear.

“A MARRIAGE OF CONVENIENCE” 
POPULAR IN LONDON. 


Haymarket Management Secures An- 
ether Adaptation from the French 
of the Elder Dumas— Mademoiselle 
de Belle Isle” a Masterpiece of the 
Comedie Francaise — Independent 
Theater Celebrates Queen's Jubilee 
by a Revival of Ibsen’s “ Ghosts.” 


The success of “A Marriage of Conven- 
lence has been so marked at the Hay- 
market, in London, the management has 
secured another adaptation by Mr. Sydney 
Grundy from the French of the elder Du- 
mas. Mademoiselle de Belle Isle was 
produced as far back as 18830 at the Théatre 
Francais, and it has been played already in 
London, both in English and in French. A 
dramatization prepared by Fanny Kemble 
was given in 1864 at the Haymarket, and a 
version called “A Night in the Bastille” 
was played at Drury Lane in 1839, while 
‘The Duke’s Wager,“ an adaptation by A. 
R. Slous, was bronght out by Charles Kean 
at the Princess’ in 1851. 

This resurrection of the elder Dumas 
shows a pleasing reaction against the stilt- 
ed romantic play of the last two years. 
The costume play of the French author 
may be just as far removed from the sphere 
of modern experience, but it is at least 
genuine, and possesses a literary flavor 
which. is absent from the machine-made 
dramas of Mr. Edward Rose and Mr. Ste- 
phenson. 

** Mademoiselle de Belle Isle is one of the 
masterpieces in the répertoire of the Comé- 
die Francaise, and the character of the Duc 
de Richelieu has exercised the talent of 
some of the greatest French actors, among 
others Delaunay and Bressant.

“All Alive, O,“ an English version of 
Bisson and Sylvane’s “ Le Disparu,“ has 
been produced in London by Mr. Arthur 
Bourchier, apparently with small success. 
The accompanying one-act play, in which he 
impersonates’ the immortal Dr. Johnson, 
has, however, excited more favorable com- 
ment. In fact, the little character sketch 


seems to have raised Mr. Bourchier to a new 


level in dramatic art, just as the short 
Story of Waterloo ’’—so small a thing in 
itself—revealed an entirely new side of Sir 
Henry Irving's genius. Mr. Bourchier has 
never before appeared as what is commonly 
called a character comedian,“ and there- 
fore his success in this direction would 
seem to point out for him a new and un- 
suspected road to fame.

Mrs. Gage leaves on Saturday for Wash- 
ington. She is delighted to be again in Chi- 
cago. 

Chats of Washington Life. 

Mrs. Lyman J. Gage sat in the drawing- 
room of her old home yesterday afternoon 
and chatted genially of the ideal life she 
is now enjoying in Washington. She told 
the story of the new experiences there with 
the greatest enthusiasm and freshness. 
She said she felt “ like a girl at her first 
party.” Secretary and Mrs. Gage are on 
kindly terms with the President and Mrs. 
McKinley, so much so that they were all 
in Mrs. McKinley’s special room up-stairs 
a week ago on Sunday evening, and she 
showed them photographs of her beloved,“ 
as she calls the President, in the days when 
he was young and as he grew into manhood. 

Mrs. Gage spoke of the many dinners 
given for them and of the curious manner 
of precedence which counts for so much 
there. One bit of oddity was the fact that 
no other guests can go home from a din- 
ner until the guest of honor has departed. 
During one evening with the German Am- 
bassador Mrs. Gage was at the left of the 
host, while Mrs. Hobart, wife of the Vice 
President, was at his right. When it came 
time for Mrs. Hobart to go home the Baron 
von Thielman offered his arm and escorted 
his guest to the small ante-room where the 
wraps were assumed, and so on as each 
woman left his house. At this particular 
house the waiters were attired in German 
costumes. 


Reception at the White House. 


Mrs. Gage spoke also of the first card re- 
ception given at the White House, when 
the Postal Congress was in Washington, 
and when for the first time the President 
and all his Cabinet received. The repre- 
sentatives of sixty-four nations passed be- 
fore them. 

The President, with his wife seated beside 
him, stood first in line; then came the wives 
of the members of the Cabinet, each woman 
with her husband standing behind her. The 
President told Mrs. Gage that he was most 
proud of his “ line of fair women,“ and so 
it was a proud moment for the women of the 
Cabinet.

DESCRIBES THREE GREAT LIBRARIES. 


E. W. Blatchford Delivers an Inter- 
esting Address Before Congrega- 
tional Ministers’ Association, 


E. W. Blatchford, President of the Board 
of Trustees of the Newberry Library, de- 
livered an address yesterday before the 
Congregational Ministers’ association on 
„ The Three Libraries—Mineral, Animal, 
and Vegetable.“ The association met by 
invitation at the library and at the close 
of the address spent an hour or more in 
looking at illustrations of books of stone, 
parchment, and papyrus. 

Mr. Blatchford’s address was the more 
interesting from ‘the fact much of his in- 
formation was gathered at first hand, his 
inspection of foreign libraries and books 
extending as far eastward as Palestine and 
Egypt. 

The first library to be described was that 
of the Assyrian Emperors, which embraced 
works on history, jurisprudence, natural 
sciences, magical lore, and religion. The 
care with which the tablets and cylinders 
of baked clay—of which the books of those 
days consisted—were arranged, classified, 
and preserved was dwelt upon and the use 
of tablets as bank notes was brought out. 

From books of clay the speaker passed to 
the subject of books of stone—the records 
inscribed upon the obelisks and temples and 
within the pyramids of Egypt, the monu- 
mental land par excellence. These com- 
bined, he said, to give us a more complete 
idea of the life of Egypt before the day of 
Abraham than of England and France be- 
fore the time of Charles the Great and Al- 
fred the Great. 

The value of the obelisk and pyramid as 
art emblems was hinted at and the solitary 
position of the great obelisk of Heliopolis— 
seat of the university where Moses was 
educated—was vividly portrayed. 

Other subjects treated were the Hittite 
discoveries in stone and clay, the records 
of Greece and Rome, and the histories of 
parchment, the palimpset, papyrus, and 
paper. 

The Methodist ministers yesterday adopt- 
ed resolutions recommending that the 
churches set apart a Sunday in the near 
future for taking up a special collection in 
aid of the work of the Deaconesses’ Aid 
society.

CUSACK TO BRING SUIT. 


‘INTENDS TO DEMAND PROOF OF THE 
| CHARGES MADB, 


Still Reticent, but Denies He Is Grow- 
ing Rich Out of His Official Position 
Members of the Board of Educa- 
tion Inclined to Ignore the Whole 
Case — Ald. Mangler’s Committee 
May Possibly Look Into the Matter— 
Alleged Filter Deals Discussed. 


If he ts a boodler Thomas Cusack purposes 
to have the fact established according to 
law. He said yesterday it was his intention 
to institute suit at once against H. H. 
: t, proprietor of the Times-Herald, 
and let him prove in a court of justice 
whether the charges that have been printed 
in his paper are true. 

Mr. Cusack still ¢+clined to discuss the 
matter in detail, especially for publication, 
but in a general way denied there was any 
truth whatever in the stories that he is 
growing rich through his official connec- 
tion with the Board of Education. : 

So far as other members of the board are 
concerned, they all treat the charges against 
Mr. Cusack as spite work on the part of 
relatives with whom he has had differences 
in domestic matters. 

For that reason there is only one item 
in all the transactions covered of which 
they are likely to take any notice, and that 
is the alleged purchase of property near the 
Froebel School, which it is claimed he 
-. Dought as a speculation for the purpose of 
reselling, and supposedly at a largely in- 
creased valuation, to the board for school 
purposes. — — 

Cusack Talks with Members. 

In discussing this particular so-called 

„ deal with members of the board yester- 
day, Mr. Cusack assured them all the papers 
pertaining theret6 are in safe keeping, and 
can be produced at any time either the en- 
tire board or a committee therefrom may 
dee fit to call for them. 
But it is doubtful, according to the state- 
ments of members, whether che board will 
take official notice of the charges against 
its Vice President. Mr. Cusack expressed 
a wish that an investigating committee be 
appointed, but the drift of opinion indicated 
it was not necessary. 

Then it was said he would leave the whole 
thing with the Council committee, of which 
Alderman Mangler is Chairman, to make 
the investigation. 

Mr. Mangler believes when his committee 
gets to work again it will take up these 
charges and try to find out what there is in 
them. He also says the committee will meet 
this afternoon and renew its inquiries. The 
School Fund Property committee of the 
board, which has charge of leases, has been 
invited to be present. The members of this 
committee are Miller, Brennan, Trude, Cu- 
sack, Errant, and Kohtz. 

Deny the Filter Deal Charge. 

The further charges, published yesterday 
morning, that somebody in the Board of Ed- 
ucation got $12,000 in the deals whereby 
awards of contracts for water filters were 
let, are said by the members to be abso- 
lutely false.

City to Chicago, and will apply the usual 
five cents differential to St. Louis. This will 
make the rate from Kansas City to St. 
Louis 4% cents. The regular rate to Chica- 
go from Kansas City is 12 cents and to St. 
Louis 7 cents. | 

The fowa Central announces that it will 
make effective on July 1 rates on corn into 
Peoria locally at 2% cents less than the rates 
made by the application of proportional 
rates to Chicago on lake and rail business. 
This means that the Iowa Centrdl will apply 
Mississippi River rates to Peoria. 

The excuse these roads make for their ac- 
tion is that the Chicago Great Western has 
published a 9% cent rate to Chicago from 
Kansas City. The Great Western’s rate, 
however, is not a cut in the proper sense of 
the word. A differential of 24% cents from 
the tariff rate locally has always been al- 
lowed the Chicago roads on lake and rail 
business. The Great Western’s tariff failed 
to say that the rate applied on lake and rail 
business only, and this gave the St. Louis 
and Peoria roads the desired opportunity 
to apply lake differentials on all-rail busi- 
ness. 

The Chicago-Missouri River lines are 
greatly agitated over the matter. Unless 
ome understanding is reached the Chicago 
roads will be compelled to make a reduction 
in the grain rate from the Missouri River 
to Chitago of 24% cents. Otherwise the grain 
business, which, during the summer months, 
sought an outlet via Chicago on account of 
the lower lake rates, will hereafter take 
the all-rail routes via St. Louis and Peoria. 


CHICAGO CAPITALISTS INTERESTED. 


Read to Be Constructed Through 
Arkansas Gets an Enormous 
Land Grant. 


Chicago capitalists are intereated in a new 
road, articles of incorporation. for which 
were filed a few days ago at Little Rock, 
Ark. It is to run from a point on the north 
line of Arkansas to intersect a railroad to be 
constructed from .S8pringfield, Mo., in a 
southerly direction, passing near Russel- 
ville and Dardanelle, thence south to a 
point near the Petit Jean River, and also 
beginning at the City of Little Rock and 
running westward to intersect with the 
last named line, thence west to the line of 
the Indian Territory, near the Town of. 
Hartford. Intersection is to be made at 
this point with a line to be constructed to 
Wister Junction in the Indian Territory. 

It is also proposed to build a line from 
Little Rock in a southerly direction to the 
State line between Arkansas and Louis- 
lana in Union County to intersect a railway

City Collector Joseph 8. Martin will force the 
Lioyds companies operating in the city without a 
license from the State to pay the 1 per cent fire 
department tax. These concerns, like the In- 
demnity Exchange and the Individual Under- 
writers, have never paid any tax, but are able to 
capture good lines on certain classes of business. 
They are represented here by agents who are hard 
to find when any taxation is in sight, but the col- 
lector has decided to collect the amount due from 
them or force them out of business. 

The companies in Hammond and East Chicago, 
writing policies on property here without the 
necessary authority from the insurance commis- 
sioner, will also be sought out by the collector, who 
has asked Commissioner James R. B. Van Cleave 
to assist him. These underground companies have 
operated in Chicago without any interference from 
the authorities for two years, and by means of 
flattering offers of low rates and large indemnity 
have done a good business.
